Tho.Court then adjourned for _a quarter 
of an hour, and on re-assembling their 
Lordships gave judgment as follows :— * 

Mr Justice. Snowden ‘said :—The point 
we have now to decide in this case is_whe- 
therall the proper and necessary formalities, 
not only as required by the rules of the Club, 
but in accordance with the principles of 
justice, were observed in expelling the 
plaintiff! from the Club.. Rule 33  pre- 
scribes tho course to be adopted should the 
conduct of any member in or ont of the 
Club; be in tho opinion of- the Committee 
derogutory to bjs station in society. A Ge- 
neral Meeting is to be convened for the 
purpose of “ investiguting the circumstances 
of the case,” and the opinion of the meeting 
is to be obtained by ballot, when, if two- 
thirds of those present decide that the 
offending party has merited expulsion, he 
shall coase to be member of the Club, and 
notification thereof shall be sent to him-by” 
the Secretary and his subscription for the 
current quarter reiumed to him. Mr 
Francis ‘on: behalf of tho: plaintiff objects 
that there was an irregularity in the course 
pursued’ by the Committee fatal to the 
yalidity,af these proceedings. He says, on 
the picket cases cited, that the Com- 
mittée:shorld have met formally, as a Co 
mittee, to consider the conduct of the plai

After some further evidence had. been 
heard, the prisoner was committed for trial 
at tho noxt Sessions of tlie Supronie Court.
